Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants' 
process for halogenating compounds is unobvious over the prior art of record because 
the prior art of record does not teach or suggest obtaining a mixture of two isomers, 
upon a halogenation reaction, which has a higher ratio of the first isomer to the second 
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isomer when compared to the ratio of the first isomer to the second isomer before the 
halogenation reaction. All claims (1-12) are allowed.
